MISSOURI  VALLEY  COLLEGE. 


Marshau,,   Mo.,  October  3,  1902. 

To  the  Missouri  Synod  of  the  Cumberland  Presby- 
terian Church  in  session  at  Dexter,  Missouri. 

Dear  Brethren: — It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to 
report  that  the  prosperity  of  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege has  been  greater  since  your  last  meeting  than 
at  any  other  period  in  its  history.  There  are  more 
students  in  attendance,  more  College  spirit  among 
them,  more  satisfaction  and  comfort  in  the  work 
y~  being  done,  than  at  any  other  previous  time.  The 
enrollment  to  date  is  nearty  three  hundred.  There 
are  not  very  many  details  to  be  reported,  as  the 
College  work  is  being  done  substantially  as  it  has 
been  done  in  past  years.  The  increased  enrollment 
has  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  increase  the  sup- 
plies in  connection  with  our  laboratories,  and 
to  make  larger  provision  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  students  on  the  athletic  field.  Further  than 
this  it  is  not  necessary  to  £0   into  details. 

There  are  a  few  important  matters,   however, 
which  it  is   necessary   for   us  to  explain   to  your 
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reverend  body  in  order  that  you  may  understand 
the  disposition  of  matters  so  far  as  they  are  affect- 
ed by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  First, 
it  will  interest  you  to  know  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  thought  it  prudent  in  view  of  the  discus- 
sion that  has  taken  place  on  the  floor  of  the  Synod, 
while  recognizing'  the  spirit  of  the  Synod  in  sus- 
taining the  Board,  nevertheless  to  waive,  for  the 
present,  at  least,  the  action  with  reference  to  the 
deportment  of  the  children  of  ministers.  This 
rule  is  not  waived  so  far  as  the  young  preachers  in 
attendance  are  concerned;  for  we  feel  that  it  is  a 
very  small  requirement  to  make  of  them  that  they 
make  a  creditable  record  in  their  deportment  as 
young  ministers  and  as  students  at  the  College,  and 
especially  as  they  are  granted  free  tuition.  So  far 
as  ministers'  children  are  concerned  we  waive  the 
rule  requiring  the  payment  of  tuition  when  their 
deportment  falls  below  two,  hoping  that  the  minis- 
ters themselves,  who  are  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
institution,  will  assist  us  in  the  maintenance  of 
good  order,  and  will  approve  the  suspension  of  any 
children  of  ministers  wTho  may  not  conform  heart- 
ily to  the  rules  of  the  institution. 

Secondly,  the  trustees  of  Ozark  College,  under 
the  authority  of  Ozark  Presbytery,  have  disposed 
of  the  property  of  that  institution,   (which  in  its 
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history  has  done  a  great  deal  of  good  for  the 
church,  but  which  latterly  for  lack  of  funds  was 
not  able  10  continue  in  operation)  and  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  have  turned 
over  five  notes,  valued  at  $1,316,  and  ten  lots  in 
Greenfield,  Missouri,  valued  at  $250.  Along  with 
this  they  have  turned  over  a  certificate  of  bequest 
of  C.  C.  Bowles.  We  wish,  formally,  through 
your  reverend  body,  to  express  the  gratitude  we 
feel  for  this  disposition  of  the  Ozark  College  estate, 
and  to  ask  you,  as  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  to  ex- 
press to  Ozark  Presbytery  such  appreciation  as  is 
becoming  under  the  circumstances. 

Thirdly,  it  will  interest  you  to  know  of  cer- 
tain changes  that  have  been  made  in  the  Faculty. 
Owing  to  the  return  of  Miss  Orr,  who  had  been 
absent  for  two  years  on  account  of  illness,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  discontinue  the  services  of 
Miss  Walker,  wrho  has  rendered  efficient  service  to 
the  College.  And  owing  to  the  fact  that  Doctor  T. 
W*  Galloway  resigned  and  accepted  a  position  in 
connection  with  James  Millikin  University,  Law- 
rence E.  Griffin,  Ph.  D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has 
been  elected  in  his  place.  And  owing  to  the  resig- 
nation of  Mrs.  Luvenia  McCord,  Miss  Ethel  Davis/ 
of  Carrollton,  Illinois,  has  been  elected  assistant 
teacher  in  music. 
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A  fourth  item  of  interest  is  concerning  the 
library.  Heretofore  this  work  of  caring  for  the 
library  and  keeping  it  open  has  been  done  in  a 
very  unsatisfactory  and  irregular  way  by  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  working  off  hours.  But 
the  Board,  realizing  the  growth  of  the  library, 
which  now7  amounts  to  nearly  ten  thousand  volumes, 
and  the  importance  of  having:  this  large  number  of 
books  available  to  the  students  at  all  times,  have 
thought  it  best  to  employ  a  librarian  who  should 
devote  all  of  her  time  to  this  purpose,  and  there- 
fore Miss  Mary  E.  Baker,  A.  B.  of  Decatur,  Illinois, 
who  rendered  satisfactory  service  as  substitute  in 
Latin  last  year  during  Professor  McGinnis'  absence 
in  Europe,  has  been  retained  as  librarian.  And  we 
feel  certain  that  this  will  not  only  add  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  library,  but  will  greatly  augment 
the  interest  in  the  library  and  the  satisfactory 
working  of  the  literary  department  of  the  College. 
This  we  believe  to  be  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  that  a 
person  who  has  been  trained  as  a  librarian  has 
been  employed  to  have  charge  of  one  of  the  libraries 
of  our  institutions. 

Owing  to  the  beneficence  of  various  friends  of 
the  College,  (among  them  George  H.  Althouse  and 
qis  wife,  in  memory  of  their   son.    Denny;   Joseph 
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McClintick,  who  bequeathed  to  the  Houxonian 
Society  $5,000,  which  is  now  being  invested  in 
books;  and  the  gifts  of  other  benevolent  donors), 
we  believe  we  have  the  most  valuable  library  in  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.  It  is  up  to 
date,  and  is  well  organized  and  constantly  in  use. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  this  matter  of  ad- 
ditional interest  and  of  literary  progress  in  con- 
nection with  the  institution. 

Fifthly,  the  bequest  of  B.  F.  Birckhead  and 
wife  is  soon  to  come  into  the  possession  of  the  in- 
stitution, and  therefore  it  has  been  thought  wise 
to  anticipate  some  action  with  reference  thereto. 
It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to 
you  that  the  annual  income  from  that  fund  w7ill  be 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $600,  which 
will  be  available  for  the  help  of  young  ministers 
who  may  be  in  attendance  at  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege. You  will  be  interested  to  know  that,  in 
harmony  with  the  known  wishes  of  Mr.  and  Mrs* 
Birckhead  and  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Trus 
tees,  this  money  will  be  invested  in  the  young  min- 
isters in  such  a  way  as  to  promote  self  help.  They 
will  be  required  to  do  something  for  the  College  in 
return  for  the  help  that  is  given  them.  We  feel 
that  this  is  the  best  sort  of  help  to  give  a  young 
man  who  is  in  need  of  help  in  the  pursuance  of  his 
College  course. 
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Sixthly,  we  herewith  submit  the  report  of  our 
efficient  treasurer,  George  H.  Althouse,  Esq., 
whose  detailed  analysis  of  the  receipts  and  ex 
penditures,  funds  and  property  of  the  institution 
should  interest  every  member  of  the  Synod.  We 
direct  attention  to  a  few  items,  which  may  be  re- 
counted in  a  general  way.  In  the  first  place  the 
endowment  of  the  College,  in  its  various  depart- 
ments, is  as  follows:  The  general  endowment  fund, 
$101,943.58;  the  Million  Dollar  fund,  $6,691.75;  the 
Ozark  College  fund,  $1,316;  the  W.  T.  Baird  endow- 
ment  fund,  $10,000;  the  B.  P.  Birckhead  estate  may 
be  safely  estimated  at  over  $10,000;  making  a  total 
of  $129,951.33,  w7hich  is  the  productive  endowment 
of  Missouri  Valley  College.  Since  our  last  report 
donations  to  the  endowment  fund  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley College  have  been  received  as  follows:  E.  E. 
Eberts,  $500;  Rev.  E.  E.  Morris,  $500;  Luther 
Nickell,  $500;  Mrs.  Ann  Shaw,  deceased,  $547;  Rev. 
Thomas  Penick,  $350;  besides  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  smaller  contributions  from  various  persons. 
The  interest  in  Missouri  Valley  College  on  the  part 
of  those  who  have  money  and  are  willing  to  use  it 
is  growing.  It  is  important  that  friends  of  the 
College  who  think  of  giving  their  means  for  the 
maintenance  of  this  great  institution  should  do  so 
as  speedily  as  possible,   so  that  they  may  be  able 
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during  their  own  lifetime  to  see  the  benefits  which 
accrue  therefrom.  One  of  the  greatest  satisfac- 
tions to  the  giver  is  to  see  the  good  coming  from 
his  gift. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  courtesies  that  have  been  extended  by  the 
pastors  and  members  of  our  various  churches  and 
by  other  friends  of  the  College,  in  the  way  of  as- 
sistance to  the  solicitors  of  the  College  in  their 
campaign  for  students.  This  has  been  a  good  move 
and  has  yielded  good  results.  We  bespeak  in  the 
future  the  kindness  of  our  ministers  to  these 
solicitors.
